2.—Interesting

ly investigated by the Illinois senator­ 
ial ‘ white slave” probing committee 
is a bulletin just issued by the Bu­ 
reau of Education. It attempts to tell 
“why girls leave school,” and it is 
written after a careful study of trade 
and labor conditions among girls in 
Worcester, Mass., preliminary to the 
establishment of a trade school for 
girls. The conclusion reached is that 
from one-half to three-fourths of the 
girls at work in factories could have 
had further schooling if they 
had 
wanted to, or if their parents had 
cared to insist on it 
The survey shows that the number 
of girls between 14 and 16 years of 
age who leave school is constantly 
increasing. During the past five years 
many more girls between those ages 
left the Worcester schools than can 
be accounted for by increase in the 
population. Only about 17 per cent of 
t em 
had 
finished 
the 
grammar 
schools; most of them left in the sixth 
and seventh year. Worcester is taken 
as a fair index of any of the manu-

Why did these girls leave school? 
Various reasons were assigned by the 
girls themselves* Some, thirty 
said 
they “did not like school; could not 
get along with the teacher; were not 
promoted, or wanted to go to work.” 
Two were working to help pay for 
a piano. One of these was a cash girl 
of 14 years who had left the ninth 
grade to go to work in a department 
store for $2.00. Later she got $2.50 
per week. Another was a girl of ti 
from the eighth grade, who went to 
work in a corset factory for $1.00 
and rose to $4.82 per week. Still an­ 
other girl was taking music lessons 
and contributing to the payment of 
a piano. 
Twenty-seven girls were found at 
home. In some cases they had left 
school to help with the housework, 
while a few left at a time of tempor­ 
a l stress and then had not return­ 
ed Four girls had changed places 
with the mother, who worked in a 
corset factory, laundry, or some such 
Place, while the girl, whose wage- 
earning power was small, kept house 
for the mother of the children. 
Curious differences as to what the 
parents thought they 
could 
afford 
were discovered. The mother of a 
family of eight children living appar­ 
ently in abject poverty, would have 
been glad to 
have 
sacrificed 
and 
pinched still further to have had her 
daughter stay In school longer, if she 
would. The mother of another family 
of six( living in a comfortable apart­ 
ment house, with hardwood floors, 
piano and other luxuries, said her 
aughter wished to stay in school 
longer, but the burden of support­ 
ing the family was too heavy for the 
father to bear alone; so the girl was 
taken out of school to go to work. A 
visit to a Swedish family revealed a 
carpenter and his wife, a washerwo­ 
man, who had just built and owned 
a new three-story apartment house. 
Yet the 15 year old daughter with a 
seventh grade education had been sent 
to work in a papergoods factory at 
$2.00 per week. The question “why 
did you leave school” was put to 336 
more mature workers in the corset 
trade. Ninety-one per cent of these 
women had left school between the 
ages of 14 and 16, and fully 50 per 
cent because of their dislike of a 
school or because they wanted to go 
to work. Of 74 workers in a clothing 
factory, 85 per cent had left school 
between the ages of 13 and 16, and 
o these 25 per cent left school of 
their own volition. 
In the opinion of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation conditions such as found st 
Worcester emphasize the imperative 
need for special training of a prac­ 
tical sort for girls between 1*3 and 15

HIW REDLANDS DOI 
RID RF HS FLIES 


A year ago 
Redlands, California 
was swarming with flies; today a fly 
is rarely seen. This splendid result 
has been brought about by the use of 
lsrge traps, such as are becoming 
numerous on the streets of Ada. An 
article describing the work in Red­ 
lands appeared in 
Sunday's 
Dallas 
News and in part reads as follows: 
The duties 
of the 
municipal 
fly 
catcher consist simply in daily bait- 
ing the traps, collecting the flies and 
burning them. According to the re­ 
port he flied at the end of his first 
month in office. September, 1912, he 
killed 3,750,000 flies. He had emptied 
fifty gallons of flies from IOO traps 
scattered through the business portion 
of Redlands and he estimated that 
there were <5,000 flies to a gallon. At 
this rate of destruction it is no won­ 
der Redlands soon became a Ayless 
town. 
At present, over 500 fly t r pa are 
distributed over the little city. They 
are to be seen in every place—in front 
of the municipal building, the post­ 
office, the railroad stations, many of 
the bigUhops and along 
the 
high­ 
ways, bat recently the dally task of 
the official fly catcher has been light 
- It was in July a year ago. that Mr. 
Chapman built his first “fly catcher** 
and began experimenting. He found 
that if the trap could be shaded so 
that the light 
would 
show 
higher 
through the cone more flies woald en­ 
ter the cone. He also found that the 
-traps on the shady side of the street 
woukl always catch more flies than 
those on the sunny side. 
I t was quickly discovered, in con­ 
verting with 
Redlands 
fiy-catcber, 
that he has made a deep study of the 
psychology of flies. He knows how, 
when iud where they 
breed, 
how. 
m hci damage they do and how neces­ 
sary ft is to the health of any com­ 
munity to get rid of the pests. 
“Every one knows,** he said, “the 
real danger of the housefly, it has 
■PVesd broadcast until there is 


and which she will deposit, if there 
is no stable at hand she will deposit 
those eggs in the garbage pan, or even 
in the earth of your rubber plant or 
ferns or palms. She will find some 
place to deposit these eggs—any place 
where there is exposed organic ma­ 
terial. 
Now, if the weather is fairly warm. 
e\ ery female fly that was hatched 
from the 200 eggs deposited by our 
first fly (the one that passed through 
the winter sleeping) will begin to de­ 
posit eggs at the end of ten days. 
The little fly that first deposited 
eggs the first of April will have been 
responsible for descendants by the 
first 
of next September that 
will 
amount to ten raised to the thirteenth 
Power, or more than one hundred thou 
sand million! If one fly can do this. 
what can a houseful of flies do? 
The remedy is to begin in the ear­ 
ly spring and fight the flies. Search 
your house as though you were look­ 
ing for a two carat diamond you knew 
*as there, hunt 
up 
every 
fly 
in 
every cranny and crevice and kill it. 
When the warm weather comes keep 
up I be fight with screen and traps 
and above all with searching out the 
breeding places and destroying them. 
Working on the basis that the best 
way was not to swat, so generally ad­ 
vocated, but to capture in large quan­ 
tities, I devised the fly catcher. How* 
successful they have been only Red­ 
lands know^. They have kept the 
dwellings, and even the meat markets 
grocery stores and fruit shops almost 
entirely free of flies and each day 
thousands and thousands of the pests 
are caught in the traps. 
“The most important thing in the 
use of the fly trap and it should be 
frequently renewed. It should always 
he fresh and never allowed to dry 
up, for it then loses Its attractiveness. 
The best way to kill the trapped flies 
s to immerse the top portion of the 
trap in boiling water; then destroy 
the dead flies by burning, destroying 
all the germs that are on diem."
